2,436 retired ministers, 
3939 widows and 889 dépendent or- 
phans, according to a report made 
yesterday by Dr.' Joseph BCBingeley, 
corresponding. secretary of: .. beara

United States. 

“There is an increase.of 138 pen- 
sioners over 1922.” said Dr. Hingeley. 
“The total. amount paid as pension€ 
was $2,400,935 and. for necessiteus 
cases $197,088. -Although there was 
an increase paid to the pensioners, 
the legal discrepaney claims of the 
| pensioners was: $3, 966. 

a deficit of $1,564,038. 

“There are marked inequalities of. 
the pension system in the Methodist 
Episcopal church which should be 
eorrected. Some pensioners in’ cer- 
tain conferences were! paid $300 per 
year while in other conferences for 
the same years of service the pension- 
ers received $1,200, or more as pen- 
sions. Ke 

Dr. ‘Hingeley pleaded for a larger 
endowment fund, stating that 
deficit in preachers’ 
ment would increase year by year 
because the number of pensioners 
were increasing each year.” 

Dr: Hingeley reported that the 
average salary of preachers in 1922 

was $1412 and in 1923 $1396. 

“The, pret of thé pension fund,” 
said. Dr. Hingeley, “since 1906, has 
been continuous and increasing. The 
total endowment for preachers’ -pen- 
sion in all Methodist church organ- 
izations has increased since 1906 to 
1923 from $1,000,000 to $17,000,000. . Of 
the total amount distributed by the 
board as pensions in 1923, $1,930,345 
came directly from ministers them- 
selves. The number of retired min- 
isters are increasing. each year, 
and unless the church makes some 
adequate provision’ by ‘endowment; 
the average pension will 
alarmingly. 

“During the present century, 1901- 
1923, $23,000,000 have been distribu- 
ted to conference claimants as pen- 
sions. More than ha that amount 
has been distributed in the Jast seven 
years.”
